This saying has been proven true by the 
experience of Germany, Switzerland, En- 
gland, and America. It rather understates 
the truth. Less than fie life of a gen- 
eration has been necessary to bring 
about the change which fFicutz pre- 
dicted. Mr. B. G. Norruror, Connecticut's 
Commissioner of Education, says, in a recent 
article in the Independent: The working- 
men of Connecticut believe in maintaining 
good schools, and insuring attendance upon 
them ; as a class, they strongly favor the legal 
prevention of illiteracy.” The same result 
has been reached in Massachusetts, where the 
laboring classes are now practically unan- 
imous in supporting the system which they 
were expected to oppose. 

In Germany, comp education is every- 
where looked upon with the greatest favor. A 
resident of Dresden said to Mr. Noxrunor : 
“Were the question of compulsory attend- 
ance to be decided by a plebiscitum to-mor- 
row, it would be decided by an almost unan- 
imous vote.” Switzerland, after enforcing 
education for years in eighteen of her twen- 
ty-two Cantons, has now made the law uni-

Siam has had a scandal, and g royal scandal 
at that. How it originated no one can tell. 
The first the world knew of it, it was in full 
bloom. ‘There were no preliminary state. 
ments, no letter-writiag, no declarations or 
counter-declarations, no Mrs. Woop url. nor 
Henry O. Bowen throwing out vague hints of 
what they might disclose if they were pressed 
to do it. In point of fact, there was nothing 
of the Bxrennn flavor sbout this blue-blooded 
scandal, and not a white soul, or a ragged 
edge, or a cave of gbom in it. The happy 
Siamese have not yet ached that fashion of 
occidental aivilizatior which can originate, 
and tolerate, and mastcate, and digest a scan- 
dal of this sort. Singularly enough, there 
does not appear to heve been a woman in the 
Siamese scandal, notwithstanding the point- 
blank assertion of the Persian poet that thefe 
has never been a row without a woman at the 
bottom ef it. As we have said before, 
no one knows the cause of the trouble. 
at least no one has ever  discov- 
ered it, possibly for fear of losing 
his head if he were so indiscreet. The 
parties to it were the First and Second Kings 
of Siam.

Prrrssone, July 2.—It was my fortune, a few 
days ago, a8 the representative of Tax Tarevne, 
to be invited to an excursion of the Pittsburg 
press, tendered by Superintendent J. Med. 
Creighton, of the Western Psensylvania Division, 
Pennsylvama Railroad, to the 

BUTLER OIL-FIELDS, 
a district that is comparatively new, and of 
which but little has been said im print. I 
thought that some information gleaned on the 
spot might be of interest to Tun Tarmune’s 
many readers, and therefore took a few notes. 

We left Allegheny City at 7:30 on a special 
train, in charge of Conductor Forrester and 
Master of Transportation Richey, Mr. Crei¢h- 
ton accompanying the party. The bone and 
sinew of the Pittsburg press was represented, — 
each paper (and there are ten.dailies, morning 
and evening, here) having representatives on 
board. Leaving Allegheny City, a large num- 
ber of us took positions on the front of the en- 
gine, where seats bad been arranged. This road 
passes to Freeport through a most charming 
country, * presenting at * almost * every 
point something new, and scenery « of 
avery romantic n The road follow 
the bends of the Allegheny River, and the valley 
is very fertile, and rich im elegant country- 
seats. On one side, along the entire route, are 
the mountain oue-like hills, while below lie out- 
stretched farms, the pellucid stream winding 
through all. After leaving Freeport, the road 
runs through a marvelously-wild country, along 
the line of Big Buffalo Creek. Overtranging 
rocks look as though they would drop from their 
dizzy heights upon us, while from others the 
water trickles. ‘The expense of building this 
road must have been very great, for it is sub- 
stantial and stone-ballasted, as are all sections 
and branches of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

THE FIRST GAS-WELL. 

The scenery here, sitting where we have a fall 
view, engagés our attention. It is a delightful 
ride, and all the miore so from the fact that we 
can look down on jutting crags hundreds of feet 
below us, and 500 feet above. Every picture is 
a new one, and all are grand. In the distance 
we espy a séemingly-phantom fight It is 
brilliant even by day. This is Saxonburg, and 
what was supposed to be the limit of what is 
kuown as the Southeastern Cross-Belt of Butier 
County, where oil was to be found. An énter- 
prising . adventurer placed $8,000 in the 
ground, and struck an eéxhaustless gas-well, 
1,500.2 feet + below the — 
that is what . burns night and * day.

The material that goes to waste 
here is sufficent to light up all Chicago, and 
furnish fuel enough to run all ber industries.

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A Reminiscence of Dumas Pere. 

A Paris correspondent of the New York Post 
writes: The death of Mme. Cornu. goaddanghter 
of Qneen Hortense, and one of the remarkable 
personages of the Second Empire, has called out 
a host of curlLous anecdotes concermng ler singu- 
lar character. She was a womar of high char- 
acter and refinement, and, although the Emper- 
or Napoleon ‘Third doubtless felt bound to do 
handsomely by her, she would accept no favor 
at his hands, and ocenpied herself with works of 
beneficence and with endeavoring to liberalize 
French institutions. Her funeral was attended 
by a vast throng of literary men, artists, and 
ga vans, many of whomshe had warmiy defended. 
She had a ate admiration for the genius of 
Alexander Dumas the eider, and did all she 
could to aid him. The famous author once came 
to her and said that he could not get. from the 
Imperial Library certain singular books that he 
needed to aid him in constracting one of his 
romances. 

‘‘Why don’t you ask the Emperor for them?“ 
said Mine. Cornu. 
Vo you think he would give them?“

New Haven, Conn., July 1.—The present is 
the gala week of the year within the walls of 
this ancient University and the precincts of this 
venerable town.

The simple Academic School of bygone 
days has grown to be a large University, with its 
Departments of Law, Medicine, and Theology, 
its School of Science, and also of the Fine Arts, 
and comprising over 1,000 students in these de- 
partments. The various courses of study ia 
these schools are conducted by over eighty Pro- 
fessors, teachers, and lecturers. 

The hoary-headed alumnus, who knew the

now devoted to the purposes of the University, 
and the architectural taste, and even magnifi- 
cence, which they display.

A large 
Gothic edifice is devoted to the purposes of the 
Library, and its 100,000 volumes offer to the stu- 
dent an introduction to all learning, literature, 
art, and science, Two splendid balls for dormi- 
tories have recently been added by the munifi- 
cence of two of the sons of Yale, at a cost of a 
quarter of a million dollars. These are fin- 
ished elaborately, and provided with 
every convenience. The friends of the 
College evidently expect its students 
to be gentlemen, and make it possiblo for them 
to be such, and appeal to their self-respect and 
their hovor to preserve the property donated for 
their advantage. A new Chapel, of large pro- 
portions, tasteful design, and elaborate finish, 
is in process of erection.

The firat part of the letter was written in a 
beautiful busineas hand in ink, and had evi- 
dently been written at the hotel. Ihe indorse- 
meot was written with pencil during the piteh- 
ing and tossing of the boat. 

The report of the pistol was heard about 4 
o'clock in the morniog, the boat then being 
about 20 miles off Grand Haven. On his arrival 
at this port yesterday morning, Capt. Smallman, 
of the Muskegon, notified Mr. Wright, of the 
Goodrich Company, of what bad taken place, 
and turned over the suicide’s effects to be trans- 
mitted to nis wife. The small pittance of which 
he speaks in. his letter was indeed small, 
namely, $1.45. From the stamp oxo the en- 
velope it wag thought that be came from 
the Gault House, aod accordingly the ro- 

orter made inquiry there, when it was 

earned that Mr. Albright had been stopping at 
their place for about two weeks, Saturday even- 
ing he paid up what he owed, bid all bis ac- 
quaintances farewell, telling tuem he was going 
out of town for a few days only. About 2 o'clock 
yesterday the management of the hotel receive 
a telegram from Fort Madison, announcing tha: 
the last letter received from Mr. Albright stated 
that he intended to commit suicide, and asking 
that he be looked after.

The Class-Day exercises of Tuesday were held 
in the College Chapel, and attracted a large as- 
sembly of collegians and their friends; among 
whom, of course, was a good representation of 
the geutler sex. The Ciass-Oration was delivered 
by Mr, Charies F. Catier, of Princeville, III., and 
was acreditable enforcementof the idea that 
ovedience to law and personal integrity were the 
special needs of the time. The ont-door exer- 
cises attracted the larger measure of attention, 
and wit and drollery vied with gymnastic feats 
in astonishing and delighting the throng. 
esday was occupied with the annual 
meeting of the Alumoi, in the moroing, in the 
Chapel, and the anniversary of the Law School, 
in Centre Church, in the afternoon. The princi- 
pal features of the former were addresses. A 
notable one was delivered by the Hon. William 
W. Phelps, of the Class of 1860, who insisted 
that the Yale men should be encouraged by their 
past success in devoting their attention to puo- 
lie affairs, aud tuns serving their country for 
their country’s good. The Hon. William M. 
Evarta, of the Class of 1837, was called oat, and 
responded in a neat and forcible address, in 
which ne enforced the duty and pleasure of 
fealty to ones Alma Mater. 

The anniversary of the Law Department drew 
together a large assembly. The great point of 
attraction was the oration by the Hon. Daniel 
H. Chamberlain, Governor of South Carolina, 
The sudject of the address was, some of the 
Relations and Present Duties of the Legal Pro- 
fession to Our Public Life and Affairs,” The 
sveaker unfolded the nature of law, and showed 
that its professors pre-eminently dealt in law- 
makiog as well as interpretation. Most of our 
Presidents, Congressmen, and Legislators have 
been lawyers. Nature and prescription both en- 
forced the duty of their participating in legisla- 
tion ia respect to tire relation of the General 
and the State Governments, and be contended 
that the written provisions of the Constitution 
beunded ths powers of the Federal Government. 
The present tendency to centralization must, he 
said, be met and repressed, or our liberties will 
go dowa. The speaker defended the extension 
of suffrage to the freedmen, as a necessary pub- 
lie policy, without which they could enjoy no 
freedom, and deciared that the inherent 

of our Governmeht would enable 
us to overcome all the present disorders and ir- 
regularities. He also enforced the duty of our 
Government of making our national currency a 
true representative of money, by returning to 
specie-payments. The address was clear and 
able, eloquently written and forcibly delivered, 

nd was cordiaily received by all the audience. 

The Commencement proper occurred to-day, 
and the occasion attracted a large assembly. The 
weather lent acharm to all the exercises, and 
was in striking contrast to the sweltering beat 
Which had prevailed during the whole week. The

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Salisbury says, £43 is the average salary of an 
Irish teacher, we cannot forget how it has come 
to remam 80 low. Let us turn tothe other 
point the training of teachers —about which 
Lord Oranmore and Lord Bandon were so well 
pleased yesterday. There are exceilent training 
colleges in Ireland. with model schoois, to guide 
and instruct the 'prentice hand, but these col 
leges, which, would suffice to supply all the 
teachers that sre wanted, are not full, because 
the Bishops will not accept tne teachers they 
educate. These training colleges and their 
schools are strictly nou-denominational instita- 
tions, and the Bishops have an intelligible feel- 
ing that the teachers they train mighs not be the 
best fitted to conduct what are in the majority 
ot eases denominational schools. They say 
they must train their teachers themselves if 
thev are to have confidence in their teaching of 
children, aod the kind of training the Bishops 
would approve may be gathered from Cardinal 
Cullen's deciamation that it would have no rela- 
tion to exsminations and certiticates. How is 
the difficuity to be surmounted? Goveruments 
and the National Board try to do what they caa, 
but the solation of the problem seems as far off 
One of the last suggestions is that the 
students attending the model schools may be 
allowed to live in separate detached boarding- 
houses under the supervision of their priests 
and pastors, subject to no other regulation than 
that they shallcome and work together during 
the training hours in the schools which are 
common to all; and if this suggestion had a 
chance of neing adopted by the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy it would be approved 
by every one. But it ia practically condemned 
before it is fairly formuiated, The Bishops be- 
ing what they are, it could scarcely be otaerwise, 
Those who refuse to allow students to attend 
cofege classes in the Queen's collegés, with the 
offered safeguard of housing them in hails of 
their own under the domestic care of priests ap- 
pointed by themselves, must refuse with equal 
steadiness to allow pupil-teachers to work to- 
gether in a training college upon the security of 
the guarantee that they should come and go from 
homes licensed by the Bishops. Nothing but ex- 
clusive training will satisfy them. Denominational 
training—training by religious orders—is the 
end aimed at by the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Dublin, and to this the majority of the 
National Board have been practically recon- 
ciling themeelves. Their reasoning is simple. 
The bulk of the elementary schools are non- 
vested, and as such are completely under the 
management of the priest, and the teaching ia 
them is entirely denominational, subject to the 
operation of a time-table conscience clanse. 
Why should there not be non-vested training 
colleges also? Teachers would indeed be trained 
in them by priests and Christian Brothers, out a 
conscience clause might allow students of all 
denominations to come in to be trained. None 
would in effect come in, and the denominational 
nou-vested training colleges would soon empty 
any non-denominational training college now in 
exisvence, and the last security of united 
education would disappear. We might tolerate 
this result if we could be assored that the Irish
